seriousness of the Inroads of nox¬ 
ious weeds onto the roadsides and 
some of the very best farm land. 
The presence of sloughs and bodies 
of water of varying sizes makes 
control rather difficult in some 
cases; but with the development 
of 'ghemicals such as we have to¬ 
day it is possible to control and 
in a large number of cases to ac¬ 
tually destroy, some very stubborn 
weeds. The identification of cer¬ 
tain weeds such as Hoary Cress, 
Leafy Spurge, Toad Flax etc., Is 
very important as it gives the 
farmers a chance to destroy them 


before they become properly est¬ 
ablished. 

Sow Thistle is also appearing in 
many places and is easily recog¬ 
nized now that it is in bloasom. 

_ There are a number of small 
sprayers coming on the market 
which we think would be well 
worthwhile for any land owner to 
have and the cost is not too high. 
The Service Board is trying to 
give some assistance along these 
lines as we spoke of in a former 
article
